A Ulgantie Scheme to Belt tbe 
larU With Mailt of MmI.

The gnat Biberian railroad, which 
whra eonpletod will make a contiuu 
ona railway route from Paris to Vladi 
Tostok .- D the Pacillc coast oortb of 
Korea is tbe favorite projeet of the 
prcMDt Cur of Ruaia. 

la 1891, when he nae ■till niro- 
witK, he turned the tint sod in Vladi- 
▼oetock ia the building of the great 
nllroad. From that day to thie the 
railroad hae breti his cherished project 
and favorite lobeme for augmeDtiog 
the greataea ot Ruria. It hat been 
pushed with wonderful energy since 
he came to the throne. The end of 
thia eaatury will witaca iti eouple- 
(iou. The ("venticth century will re 
cord its mighty influence as a politi 
cal factor in Asia, and as a iHdiam of 
lateroatiouHl trade and intercourse. 

Already tiaaiiciers in Europe and 
America aro considering plans for the 
oiBBtruction of a line from Ynnuou 
Ter to and across itehring strait to 
connect with the Transiberian road, 
with aveiy proepaot of approval. 
When theie works are completed, and 
porLapB both may be in lilO.'i, New 
York and Liverpool will be joined by 
a tie of ihiniDg eteel. 

Much as the road may mean to 
Germany, Rusaia and the rest of £u 
rope it meana more to oa, California 
Wa>>hiiigton, Oregon, uur whole wtst 
em country, if not our whole contiu 
eat ia interested in this road. Uufsia 
has her haiula full at home. The 
bauds to help in the ea^t are ourd. 
There is something more attractive in 
our civilization and meihodi to eut- 
ern people than is thoae of Europe.

To ( quip her roadH, to 
develop her great agricultural, Qsbing 
mineral and foreat rtworaaa, Buala 
needajiiit tneh Inpiefflenla aa have 
helped Of. 

The eommerelal pcaiibiliiiea and 
b^ntfils t ) ai'crim t.) tho whole north 
eru half of the American coaiiuest, 
etO not now be estimated, but it ia 
aafe to predict that eight or ten years 
hanee wUI witneti a radical change in 
the direction of transp'^rtatiou uf c( m 
mcdldeaand paiaengeri between the 
old world and the new world, and iLo 
ocean travel will have li st its terrors 
to thoaaanda who would visit Europe 
annaally but lor ftKt of drowning or 
the dread of the lapUoo' paias of sta

is reported bonds will be put upon the 

market f r the conBtruction of tbe in 
ternational line through Alasi^a to 
Behring aea, where, by joint arrange 
ment of the Russian government, by 
the use oi bridges and a ferry line, 
close connection will be made with the 
Siberian railroad through Buiaian tcr 
ritory. 

How much truth there may be in 
the report maj be judged from the 
fact that one of the rtilroadi men- 

tioued as an interested party ia alrea 
dy preparing maps and advertising 
matter fbr distribation making known 
the new all around the world route, 
It ia one of tbe hoes which wili be 
obliged to help produce tnads for 
floating the gigantic scheme, and it 
apparently has faith enough in the 
outooaM to prepare for it at ieut ten 
ycara in advance of ita iaani(Uration 
us a completed fact. 

Should a railroai; be boUt through 
North America from ^me point with 
in the United States, to connect 
through Alaska with tbe Siberian rail 
road across Bebring straits, its import 
ance as regarda oar trade conld hardly 
be overestimated. Work remaining [ SonthiimptoD, 
as a necessity for the inauguration ot 
this fhet is not, howerer, so trigantio 
and improbable as may at first seem. 
Liverpool and Paris, Paria and St. 
Petersburg, St. Petersbnrg and Eras 
noyarsk, .S.OOO mile s cast <if the Rus 
sian capital already are tied by nesli 
of eontinnons eteel, except for the 
small gap between England and 
France. Mew York and San Francia 
CO, San Francisco and Vaaconver, by 
way of Portland, Or., the proposed 
southern terminus of the Britian Am 
erican hue, are already connected. 
Russias railroad in 1900 will be com 
pleted to Vladivostok. Sixty Ihous 
and |>eople not including experts and 
officials, are laboring on it daily. Mot 
to exceed ISOO miles from Bshring 
strait on ihe Siberi'in railroad will bp 
Kottomaugoo, a city probably 500 

miles east of Vladivostok. From Beh 
ringatraitto Vaaooaver is about 2, 
000 miles Thirty five hundred miles 
of railroad construction now already 
an assured fact of tbe future will fill 
in tbe gap ot the "iatarnatioaal" rail 
road. 

To the student of geography the 
crossing of Behring strait preacnta no 
great difficultiss. To railroad engi- 
neers it ii not a serious problem. This 

strait is filled with ihlands ao close to 
Rstber that no difficulty will be en- 
countered in connecting them wi>h 

bridges which will not b.; cipensive 
ot coastruction. Three ^lilus of open

This estimate gives to ths Russian 
railroad a speed of but 80 miles an 

hour. ICii^'inci rs estimate that when 
the road has been in operation three 
years the average speed of passenger 

trains will be far greater, and that 
tbe journey trom the North sea to the 
Japan ssa may be easily made in 9 
days and 2 hourg. The constniftion 
ot the British American road will cut 
down tbe time between the Japan 
sea and Han Francisco at least two 
days. Hence it will be ])08Sib]e to 
make a trip wcstwanl from New York 
by way of Chicago to London around 
the world In less than a month. 

Such a trip can probably be made 
from New York inolading in it a 
ateamihip Joumoy-frora Liverpool or 
80 that the journey 
will have girdled the earth, for less 
than 1500.

Washington, Sept. 2 ^The Unit- 
ed States secret service bureau ii 
struggling with an epidemic of coun- 
terfeite. Hardly a day peases wtth> 
out the arrest of from one to half a 
dozeu persons detected iu paasing 
apariooa Mtaa or eliver ooia. It is 
evident that there is a large volume 
ofoonaterfeit eilver oerttleatea of 
l4st yearls iaeue afloat, and that tbe 
circulation is continaally being dilut 
ed with that sort of material. When 
tbeee oertlBcates were flrst put out 
the expert engravers predicted that 
counterfeiters would be tempted to 
resume aotivttiee, and the -reealt 
shows that thdV were not wron<;; in 
their prophesy. As works of art 
theee oertifleatae may be very flae, 

but for purposes* of mon"v they were 
shockingly deOoieat in many of tho 
safeguarda wbiob tbe department haa 
provided against counterfeltiDg.

The other child jumped on the 
etump and tried to pull his brother 
out, but before he could succeed in 
doing so he was also bitten.

Over :2(),000,000 packages of vege- 
table, flour and field seeds have been 
distributed by the department of ag 
riculture during the past season, ac- 
cording to the Washington Star. Thin 
distribution has given to each mem 
beroi Congress 40,000 packages of 
seed at a total cost of 1130,000; over 
a million ot these packagea were flow 
eraeed, and nearly 800,000 fleld seed 
the remainder being a ^roat variety 
of vrgetabks. In the entire distrihu 
tton nearly every variety of vegelti 
ble known to tho aL;iic'nliur!«t wiS 
distributed. There wa4^3J varletfts 
of beans, 10 varieties cf heels, 23 va 
rietiis of cabhaij!?
